WASHINGTON, D. C., — The 


sweeping investigation of anthra- 
cite freight rates ordered by the 
Interstate 
Commerce commission, 


following closely the report of the 
U S. Coal commission, was tacti- 
ca'lly timed to exert a powerful 
moral effect upon the wage negoti- 
ations now pending between miners 
and operators, it was admitted to- 
day by persons high in tfle govern- 
ment. 
That a 
reduction 
of 
freight 
rates will be ordered is generally 
believed in official circles. 
When 


the reduction comes, it will be just- 
ified on the ground that the public 
is entitled to relief from excessive 
coal charges as well as on the fact 
that the carriers r.re now earning a 
profit greatly in excess of what 
the commission has declared to be 
a "fair return" on investment. 


The primary object being- to af- 


ford relief to the public, govern- 
ment officials declare, it is going 
to be embarrassing to producing 
dements in the anthracite region to 
take any action that will absorb 
any reduction in fuel cost result- 
ing from rate revisions. 
/ 
The 
two 
government 
depart- 


ments devoting their energies in 
the direction of lower coal cost to 
consumers, are counting upon pub- 
lic opinion to support tho position 
of the coal commission that)- pro- 
duction, and distribution costs must 
come down, which is the same as 
saying that a reduction of freight 
charges will >be of no avail to the 
•^ublio if wages are increased to a 
point where the saving is dissi- 
pated. 
The'coal commission has declarec 
that tha« public is in no mood to 
tolerate a situation that has be 
corae constantly less bearable for 
three years. 
It has informed the 
interstate 
commerce commission 
that it rnust help out by overhaul 
injr transportation charges. It tells 
the miners and operators/that they 
must contribute their "bit" to th° 
solution of excessive coal cost. 


Tho interstate 
commerce com 


mission has responded with alac 
rity to this request. What the op 
erators and miners will do with it 
the- future alone will determine. 
Almost two 
months remain in 


•which to smooth out difficulties ove 
•wages, and it is the belief'of gov 
emmer.t agencies observing the ne 
Eoiia'tions that a settlement will b 
reached in lime to'avert a stoppag 
of production. 


In the meanwhile these agencie 


will not remain passive ii the 'pro 
duction factions seem to be hope 
lo.ssly deadlocked. Everything pos 
sible will be done to acquaint th 
public with the 
underlying facts 


of the anthracite 
industry, 
that 


"here may be no doubt as to who 
;ind what nre responsible for high 
costs. 


Tho eor.I commission declars that 


from 16 to 30 per cent of every dol- 
lar expended for anthracite coal is 
taken u.n by "Srcight charges, and 
sitjjjrests thnt a material reduction 
in price of 
coal 
"might 
come 


through a reduction of 
freight 
charges." 


It is pointed out thnt for many 
years anthracite has been termed by 
carriers their "backbone traffic." 


At the outset of 
their fight 
against a freight 
reduction the 
railroads will be confronted with 
thair large earnings o* the past 
few months. 
The eastern roads 
have during the past two months 
been muting a prejit 35 per cent 
higher than the 
commission 
has 


frequently described as a fair pro- 
fit. This fact, taken in connection

Reasons Why the Transportation Ac 


of 1920 Should Not Be Changed 


A CONSTRUCTIVE MEASURE: The Transportation Act provides the basis . 


and specifies the method of arriving at just and reasonable ratc-s. It is a piece_of 
highly constructive legislation and was enacted after a most careful and .exhaustive 
study. It clarified and gave certainty to the then existing law and promises 
justice to ail. It did not guarantee the car riers against loss subsequent to August - 
31, 1920. 


SECTION 15a—RULE OF -RATE-MAKING: This section of the Act provides 


a basis for fixing rates'that will produce revenue sufficient to meet operating costs, 
taxes and a D% per cent return upon the value of the property used for transporta- 
tion purposes, as ascertained by the Interstate Commerce Commission. This is fair 
to the public and is intended to be fair to the investor. It does not create any new 
principles, but defines clearly principles w hich were established by the Federal 
Constitution and have been repeatedly ap plied by the Courts. 


SECTION 13—CO-OPERATION BETWEEN COMMI3SIONS: This section in- 


sures a uniform system of state and inters tate rates'. It protects and maintains the 
supremacy of interstate rates and denies t o the state the power to nullify or disre- 
gard rates established by the Interstate Commerce Commission. It clarifies and re-' 
affirmo the principles of our Constitution, abolishing the cause of many contentions 
and.frequent litigation over rates, and has for its justification many of the reasons 
underlying the adoption of the Constituti on. It makes it possible for the Federal 
Government to establish and maintain its interstate rates, -and to secure the co-op- 
eration of the state commissions, and thereby to simplify the railroad problem. 


NATIONAL PROGRESS: Our nation is making progress. Ou-r wealth is in- 


creasing. Our commerce is expanding. Our future prosperity is dependent largely 
upon adequate transportation. It is imperative, therefore, that the regulation of 
railroads shall be just and wise. This is w,hat the Transportation Act undertakes to 
establish.

TRANSPORTATION ACT SHOULD HAVE A FAIR TRIAL: The Transporta- 


tion Act has been in effect a little over three years. During that time the commer- 
cial conditions have been very abnormal in this and other countries, and the ' 


• Transportation Act has not been tested under normal conditions. It has only 


partially realized the -benefits contemplated, but has justified itself, and should foe' 
continued in effect until experience demon strates'the need of a change.

contains 


more than one-half of one "percent 
of alcohol, the-n it is intoxicating'. 


Distinction to bs drawn between 


the various drinks, must be deter- 
mined by the courts, ar.d are a mat- 
ter of fact and not of law, according 
to Mr.- Messerchmidt.

per. 


I ha-ve swung the scythe, pitched and mowed 


hay when it was hotter than the place we are 
warned against. 
Have tried to quench my 


thirst (what a thirst hay making 
develops) 


with beer, whiskey, milk and lemonade, and I 
have learned that pua-e water is the best drink 
for hay making. When a fellow drinks four or 
five gallons of water and sweats it out making 
hay he is getting a better health hath than 
any cleansing given at Hot Springs, Moscow 
or Constantinople.
